COFFBYVILLB, KaDBELB, October 5.— 


The Dalton gang bas beon extermin* 
a ted, being captured like rata 
in 
a 


trap. 


They were today ahot down, butnot 


until four citizens of this place had 
yielded up their (ives. 


Six of the RBIIK rode into town Una 


morning and robbed two banks of this 
place, aud when they attempted to es- 
cape were attacked by the marshal's 
posee. 


In the battle which ensued four of the 


desperadoes were killed outright and 
one BO badly wounded that he has since 
died. The other escaped but io being 
hotly jnirenetl. 
Four of the attacking party wore killed, 
one fatally and two seriously wounded. 


The dead are: 
Boii DALTON, 
GHATTON DALTON, 
EMMKTT DALTOX, 
JOSEPH KVANS, 
JOHN MOOKE, alias Texas Jack. 
T. C.COKNELLY, city inarahal.

It was rumored a month ago that the 


Dalton gang was contemplating a raid 
upon the hanks of this city and arrange- 
ments were made to give them a warm 
reception, but the excitement finally died 
away and the street patrol given up. 


About 10 o'clock this morning the gang 


rode into town in two aquada of three 
each, and mot in au alloy in the rear of 
the First National bank. 


llobert Dalian, the notorious leader, 


and Emmott, his brother, went to the 
First National bank, the other four, 
nnder the leadershep of Texas Jack or 
John Moore, Koinp to the private bank 
of C. M. Congdon it Co. 


In the meantime an alarm was given, 


and City Marshal Connelly began collect- 
ing a poseo. 


In the meantime Texas Jack's gang 


entered Congdon's bunk and with Win- 
chesters leveled lit Cashier Ball nod 
Teller Carpenter, demanded thut the 
eafo be opened. 


'L'ho caBhtor replied that the door of 


tho'safn WBH controlled by a lime lock 
and could not ho opened for about twenty 
minuti'R.

None o( them were armed and the 


band its easily intimidated them. 


The cashier was forced toBtrip the Bale 


vault ant) wish drawers of all their 
money and place it in a sack. 


The dceiwriidoes then marched the of- 


ficers of the bank out of (ho door. 


The party made its appearance at the 


door juet as Liveryman Spears and 
others of the marshal's POBBO took posi- 
tions in lhn square. 


When the Dalton brothers saw the 


armed men m tho square they appreci- 
ated their petil on the instant and ran 
(or their horsee. 


As Bonn as they reached the sidewalk 


Spears'ride quickly came into position. 
An instant later it apoke and Bob Dill- 
ton, the leader of the notorious gaog, 
foil dead. 


JDmmet Dalton dodged behind the cor- 


ner of the hunk and rait to the place 
where the liorsea ware tied. 


The shot which dropped Boh Dalton 


aroused Texas Jack's band in Corgdou'e 
bank. 


They fired cue volley out ot the win- 


dows and Cashier Ayrea fell on the steps 
of the hank, shot through the groin. 


Shoemaker Brown, one of the attack- 


ing party in the square, was shot through 
the body and died in a few mtautos. 


Marshal Gonnallv. with the few men 


he had^athered, lan hurriedly to the 
scene of conflict. 


Tho bandits then ran fron the banks, 


firing aa they (led. 


The raaslml's pnsae in the square wore 


without organization of any kind and 
fired at the fleeting bandits, each man 
for himself. 


Spears* trusty Winchester spoke tw'ce 


more in quick succession before others o 
the poeso could take aim, and Joseph Ev- 
ans and Texas Jack fell dead, both ehot 
through the head, making three dead 
bandits to his credit. 


In the general fueilado G rat ton Dalton 


shot Marshal Connelly and Georgs Dn- 
bine wa*| mortally hit and died on the 
field. 
Ollie Oiiefl. <he only survivor of 


the band. snrcesafaUy escaping to the 
alley where the horses were tied, and 
mounting the swifleat ot the lot fled 
south. 


Emmett Dalton, who escaped from the 


First National bank, had already reached 
the alley in safety, but bad aome trouble 
in getting mounted. 


Several of the posse quickly mounted 


and pursued the escaping bandits. Em- 
mett Dalian's horse was no match for 
the fresher animal of hie pursuers, who 
closed on him, when ha turned suddenly 
in the saddle and tired. 


The latter answered with a volley am 


Emmett toppled from his horao, hard 
hit. 


He was brought back to town and died 


late this afternoon.
